“ But that has changed. Cars 
now go zipping along at 50 and 
60 miles an hour. And when they 
do that over a dirt road, the re­ 
sult is a big cloud of dust—and 
big load of com plaints.”

complaints 
m eans buying dust-laying com ­ 
pound and spreading it over the 
offending roads. 
“And when we buy the stuff, 
that m eans less money in the 
road fund for other things. De­ 
m ands for repairs to roads and 
bridges have increased IO times 
in the last IO years. Labor and 
m aterial costs have doubled. But 
the money we have in the road 
fund has not gone up in the same 
proportion.

THE WORDS of Jesu s which 
St. Lu ke qu otes in chapter 7, 
v erse 32, applies as mu ch to ou r 
own gen eration as it did to His: 
“They are like u n to children 
sittin g in the marketplace, an d 
callin g on e to an other, an d say ­ 
in g, We hav e piped u n to y ou , an d 
y e hav e n ot dan ced; We hav e 
mou rn ed to y ou , an d y e hav e n ot 
wept." 
It is a stran ge v erse, bu t Jesu s 
was speakin g of the people who 
had fou n d fau lt with John the 
Baptist, who “came n either eat­ 
in g n or drin kin g; an d they said 
of him that he had a dev il"; of 
Jesu s Himself of whom they said 
that He “was a glu tton ou s man , 
an d a win ebibber, a frien d of pu b­ 
lican s an d sin n ers." 
There are man y people in the 
world today who do n ot join in 
the 
game—as 
the 
children 
in 
Christ's say in g implies, hu t who 
sit silen t an d su llen , fin din g fau lt 
with ev ery thin g others do. They 
say that those w’ho hav e their 
own ideas of right liv in g an d 
abide by them, are “u n social," as 
we say today ; bu t those whose 
ideas of Christlike liv in g are dif­ 
feren t an d who follow them, are 


brin g n ot on ly person al happi­ 
n ess, bu t joy to all those with 
whom we associate. They wou ld 
be most helpfu l to all who n eeded 
gu idan ce: 
“I beseech y ou therefore, breth­ 
ren , by the mercies of God, that 
y e presen t y ou r bodies a liv in g 
sacrifice, 
holy , acceptable 
u n to 
God, which is y ou r reason able 
serv io« ^ 
"An d be n ot con formed to this 
world; bu t be y e tran sformed by 
the ren ewin g of y ou r min d, that 
y e may prov e what is that good, 
an d acceptable, an d perfect will 
of God." 
Not on ly ou r min ds an d hearts, 
bu t ou r bodies mu st attest to ou r 
way of life. Writin g to the Corin ­ 
thian s, 
Pau l 
su ggests 
an other 
thin g we shou ld av oid in ou r 
daily liv in g: temptin g others. 
It is possible for u s to abide 
by ou r own stan dards of right 
an d wron g, to liv e the good life, 
bu t others hav e n ot ou r ideas, 
an d by followin g some action that 
is perfectly correct in ou r min ds 
for u s to do, we may , in adv er­ 
ten tly , lead others in to tem pta­ 
tion . 
For 
in stan ce, w h i l e 
Pau l’s 
words abou t eatin g meat that had

was the Lord Himself. 
Jesu s lov ed people, wan ted to 
call all the world to God; to re­ 
pen tan ce of their sin s, an d to 
liv e as He Himself liv ed while on 
earth. 
Ev ery gen eration has its fau lts 
an d its v irtu es. Man y , man y peo­ 
ple in ou r world are con fu sed in 
their thin kin g—older people be­ 
cau se the earth has growm so 
large with so man y n ation s of 
differen t races an d cu ltu res com ­ 
in g to their n otice. 
We are told we mu st try to u n ­ 
derstan d them; to help them to 
learn to liv e in a way that will 
do the most good to all of u s— 
n ot merely to their own n ation . 
It is con fu sin g to the y ou n g 
people becau se there seem to be 


h o man y differen t stan dards of 
liv in g, ev en in ou r own cou n try , 
an d others wuth similar ideals. 
Of cou rse, there are certain 
ru les of con du ct that we kn ow' 
are right or wron g. Thou shalt 
n ot kill; thou shalt n ot steal. 
Those are positiv e comman ds an d 
ev ery on e u n derstan ds them. Bu t 
there are m an y more practices in 
ou r social liv in g that are n ot so 
clearly defin ed 
Most of u s get ou r social stan d­ 
ards from ou r good paren ts. We 
do so an d so becau se father an d 
mother, or perhaps gran dm other 
an d gran dfather did so. Ev en so, 
con dition s chan ge an d the n ex t 
gen eration ’s 
stan dards 
do 
too, 
an d we mu st choose, whether to 
still abide by the ru les we were 
tau ght at home or whether w'e 
can con scien tiou sly chan ge them 
somewhat. 
Pau l’s words in his letter to the 
Roman s is an ex cellen t gu ide to 
the kin d of liv in g that w'ould 


been offered to idols, may seem 
almost 
ridicu lou s to us, 
there 
were m an y who, althou gh they 
had become Christian s, still felt 
that it was a sin to eat su ch, 
especially in the heathen tem ­ 
ples where the sacrifices had been 
made. 
Therefore, Pau l said that they 
shou ld n ot do so open ly , becau se 
they wou ld be temptin g some who 
still felt it wron g bu t wou ld do 
so if other Christian s did. 
There are man y situ ation s we 
meet writh as we pass throu gh 
life where the qu estion of right 
or wron g seen is con fu sin g. Cer­ 
tain foods are forbidden in some 
people’s religion . 
If 
we 
are 
associatin g 
with 
these people, w’e shou ld n ot tempt 
them to eat su ch foods, althcgigh 
it is en tirely correct for u s to eat 
them. There are man y other sit­ 
u ation s in which the same prob­ 
lem wou ld come up. 
As Pau l say s: “Bu t take heed 
lest by an y mean s this liberty 
of y ou rs 
become 
a 
stu mblin g 
block to them that are weak . . . 
Bu t when y e sin so again st the 
brethren , an d wou n d their weak 
con scien ce, y e sm again st Christ.” 
Right liv in g is n ot easy . 
We 
can n ot “liv e u n to 
o u r s e l v e s 
alon e." 
Ou r ev ery act 
affects 
someon e, an d ou r gen eral a tti­ 
tu de towards those we meet, ev en 
casu ally , as we jou rn ey throu gh 
life, in flu en ces man y others. We 
are tempted an d we withstan d 
temptation ; we lov e an d n ot hate, 
we try to speak well of others; 
n ot hatefu lly . 
At the en d, “The world passeth 
aw'ay , an d the lu st thereof; bu t 
he that doeth the will of God 
abideth forev er.”—I John 2:17 .

TH E WORDS of Jesus which 
St. 
Luke quotes in chapter 7, 
verse 32, applies as much to our 
own generation as it did to His: 
“They are like unto children 
sitting in the marketplace, and 
calling one to another, and say­ 
ing, We have piped unto you, and 
ye have not danced; We have 
mourned to you, and ye have not 
wept." 
It is a strange verse, hut Jesus 
was speaking of the people who 
had found fault with John the

There are many people rn the

Christ’s saying implies, hut who 
sit silent and sullen, finding fault 
with everything others do. They 
say that those who have their 
own ideas of right living and 
abide by them, are “unsocial,” as 
we say today; but those w’hose 
ideas of Christlike living are dif­ 
ferent and who follow them, are 


bring not only personal happi­ 
ness, but joy to all those with 
w'honi we associate. They would 
be most helpful to all who needed 
guidance: 
"I beseech you therefore, breth­ 
ren, by the mercies of God, that 
ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, 
holy, 
acceptable 
unto 
God. which 
is your reasonable 
aer vi oom. 
“And be not conformed to this 
world; but be ye transformed by 
the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove w-hat is that good, 
and acceptable, and perfect will 
of God."

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KAESONG A DULL A F F A IR 
AMERICAN reporters cov ering the Kae­ 
song cease-fire conference complain there 
is no glamor to a meeting the ou tcome of 
which cou ld hav e a profou nd effect u pon 
the fu tu re of the world , and there is little 
news. 
The reporters sit arou nd in the hot su n 
waiting for something to happen. Commu ­ 
nist d elegates come and go with a show of 
arrogance that d oesn’t set well with the 
Americans, who are hopefu l of some agree­ 
m ent which will end the fighting and sav e 
loss of American liv es. 
The meetings are held in the back room 
of a second -rate restau rant. The city of 
Kaesong is practically ru ined , and there is 
ev id ence ev ery where that the Commu nists 
hav e not fared well in the fighting. 
Bu t the red s still affect an attitu d e of 
v ictory , insisting on d ictating the term s of 
the proposed armistice. One reporter ask­ 
ed a Chinese interpreter why the Chinese 
accepted American aid when both were 
fighting the Japanese and now kill Ameri­ 
cans in Korea. The answer was qu ickly 
forthcoming. “ Then we were fighting with 
the great Sov iet against the common ene­ 
m y , Japan. Bu t now. . .’* 
Ru ssia d id n’t fight Japan, d id n’t d eclare 
w a r o n the Nipponese u ntil Japanese d e­ 
feat was certain. 
Newspaperm en v iew the Kaesong m eet­ 
ing as a d u ll affair, and are pessimistic as 
to worthwhile resu lts from 
the negotia­ 
tio ns. 


N E A R IN G 100 P E R C E N T 
ALTHOUGH the figu res are giv en ou t in 
the most matter-of-fact manner, the Fed ­ 
eral Bu reau of Inv estigation has a right to 
be prou d of the record of efficiency it com ­ 
piled d u ring the fiscal y ear that end ed 
Ju ne 30. In that period prosecu tions in the 
cases it inv estigated resu lted in 97 .5 per­ 
cent conv ictions and a retu rn to the tax ­ 
pay ers of $39,6 05 ,8 6 0 in the form of fines, 
sav ings and recov eries. 
The report of J. Ed gar Hoov er prov id es 
the fu rther welcome assu rance that the 
FBI d oes not go arou nd making arrests on 
specu lation or withou t a case that has been 
carefu lly prepared in ad v ance. Testify ing 
to this fact is the rev elation that there were 
pleas of gu ilty in all ex cept 45 9 of the 8 ,408 
conv ictions which the agency obtained . 
For the most part d efend ants saw that 
the ev id ence against them was so complete 
and compelling that there was no u se in 
making a cou rt fight of it. 
The faith of the American people in the 
FBI is not a new d ev elopment. It is as old 
as the agency itself. That it is well grou nd ­ 
ed is ind icated by Hoov er’s latest report. 


I became interested in the Tid eland s 
cases for two reasons, perhaps somewhat 
d ifferent from those which immed i a t e 1 y 
trou ble the people of the states of Cali­ 
fornia, Tex as and Lou isiana. 
The irst reason is the constant encroach­ 
ment of the fed eral gov ernment on the rev ­ 
enu es of 
state 
gov ernments. 
In some 
states, in which the fed eral gov ernment 
has established v ast national parks and 
reserv ations, state rev enu es are in su ch a 
d ismal cond ition that the states tu rn to 
Washington for a hand -ou t. This is bad 
practice. It was part of the theory of the 
New Dealers that states shou ld be abolish­ 
ed and that the United States shou ld be d i­ 
v id ed into ad ministrativ e prov inces—nine, 
if my m em ory serv es me. 
Su ch a proced u re wou ld hav e d estroy ed 
the sov ereignty of the states and wou ld 
hav e established an ad ministrativ e sy stem 
that cou ld hav e been a basis for a totalitar­ 
ian gov ernment. The scheme failed and 
has been forgotten, bu t fed eral encroach­ 
ment on the rights of the states and of the 
people thereof has continu ed , often in su ch 
small respects that it amou nts to a whit­ 
tling process that can. in time, complete­ 
ly alter ou r form of gov ernment. 
The second reason for my interest in the 
Tid eland s qu estion is that in the case of 
the United States v . Tex as, the Su preme 
Cou rt d ecid ing against the state 4 to 3, J u s ­ 
tice Hu go Black and Ju stice William O. 
Dou glas employ ed startling langu age, as in 
the California case, which ou ght not to be 
permitted to stand as preced ents in Ameri­ 
can law. 


The theory that what, at 
a 
particu lar 
moment, an ad ministration of gov ernment 
believ es to be necessary is ipso facto right 
is not American bu t Nazi law. Ju stice Oli­ 
v er Wend ell Holmes, throu ghou t his long 
career as an hegelian philosoper, essay ­ 
ist and ju rist d id believ e that law as a 
fu nction of the power of the state inv olv ed 
no moral criteria, bu t both the Declaration 
of Ind epend ence and the Constitu tion of 
the United States conceiv ed of law in this 
cou ntry as a limited proced u re which, in 
the case of states, mu st not inv ad e their 
ju risd iction bey ond the specific prov isions 
of the Constitu tion. 
Whereas the Democratic Party pay s lip 
serv ice to the m em ory of Thomas Jeffer­ 
son, the tend ency of both the Roosev elt and 
T ru m an ad ministrations has been to ig­ 
nore su ch limitations on the assu mption 
that the necessities of the gov ernment are 
paramou nt. In the California and Tex as 
cases, the Su preme Cou rt u pheld this d oc­ 
trine withou t howev er a v ery clear d efini­ 
tion of the necessities of the gov ernment. 
Moreov er when su ch phrases are e m ­ 
ploy ed as “ bare 
legal 
title’* 
or 
“ mere 
property ownership,” the peril is far be­ 
y ond these particu lar cases. * 
Ou r social and economic life is organiz­ 
ed arou nd “ legal titles.” A m an has a legal 
title to his home, his au tomobile, his fu rni­ 
tu re, his telev ision set, etc. That is all that 
he has. That legal title is his sole right to 
possess whatev er he has, ev en the su it on 
his back.

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KAESONG A DULL AFFAIR 
AMERICAN reporters covering the Kae­ 
song cease-fire conference complain there 
is no glamor to a meeting the outcome of 
which could have a profound effect upon 
the future of the world, and there is little 
news. 
The reporters sit around in the hot sun 
waiting for something to happen. Commu­ 
nist delegates come and go with a show of 
arrogance that doesn’t set well with the 
Americans, who are hopeful of some agree­ 
ment which will end the fighting and save 
loss of American lives. 
The meetings are held in the back room 
of a second-rate restaurant. The city of 
Kaesong is practically ruined, and there is 
evidence everywhere that the Communists 
have not fared well in the fighting. 
But the reds still affect an attitude of 
victory, insisting on dictating the terms of 
the proposed armistice. One reporter ask­ 
ed a Chinese interpreter why the Chinese 
accepted American aid when both were 
fighting the Japanese and now kill Ameri­ 
cans in Korea. The answer was quickly 
forthcoming. “ Then we were fighting with 
the great Soviet against the common ene­ 
my, Japan. But now. . 
Russia didn’t fight Japan, didn’t declare 
w ar on the Nipponese until Japanese de­ 
feat was certain. 
Newspapermen view the Kaesong meet­ 
ing as a dull affair, and are pessimistic as 
to worthwhile results from 
the negotia­ 
tions. 


NEARING IOO PERCENT 
ALTHOUGH the figures are given out in 
the most matter-of-fact manner, the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation has a right to 
be proud of the record of efficiency it com­ 
piled during the fiscal year that ended 
June 30. In that period prosecutions in the 
cases it investigated resulted in 97.5 per­ 
cent convictions and a return to the tax­ 
payers of $39,605,860 in the form of fines, 
savings and recoveries. 
The report of J, Edgar Hoover provides 
the further welcome assurance that the 
FBI does not go around making arrests on 
speculation or without a case that has been 
carefully prepared in advance. Testifying 
to this fact is the revelation that there were 
pleas of guilty in all except 459 of the 8,408 
convictions which the agency obtained. 
For the most part defendants saw that 
the evidence against them was so complete 
and compering that there was no use in 
making a court fight of it. 
The faith of the American people in the 
FBI is not a new development. It is as old 
as the agency itself. That it is well ground­ 
ed is indicated by Hoover’s latest report. 


I became interested in the Tidelands 
cases for two reasons, perhaps somewhat 
different from those which immedi a t e l y 
trouble the people of the states of Cali­ 
fornia, Texas and Louisiana. 
The irst reason is the constant encroach­ 
ment of the federal government on the rev­ 
enues of state governments. 
In some 
states, in which the federal government 
has established vast national parks and 
reservations, state revenues are in such a 
dismal condition that the states turn to 
Washington for a hand-out. This is bad 
practice. It was part of the theory of the 
New Dealers that states should be abolish­ 
ed and that the United States should be di­ 
vided into administrative provinces—nine, 
if my memory serves me. 
Such a procedure would have destroyed 
the sovereignty of the states and would 
have established an administrative system 
that could have been a basis for a totalitar­ 
ian government. The scheme failed and 
has been forgotten, but federal encroach­ 
ment on the rights of the states and of the 
people thereof has continued, often in such 
small respects that it amounts to a whit­ 
tling process that can, in time, complete­ 
ly alter our form of government. 
The second reason for my interest in the 
Tidelands question is that in the case of 
the United States v. Texas, the Supreme 
Court deciding against the state 4 to 3, Jus­ 
tice Hugo Black and Justice William O. 
Douglas employed startling language, as in 
the California case, which ought not to be 
permitted to stand as precedents in Ameri­ 
can law. 
The theory that what, at a particular 
moment, an administration of government 
believes to be necessary is ipso facto right 
is not American but Nazi law. Justice Oli­ 
ver Wendell Holmes, throughout his long 
career as an hegelian philosoper, essay­ 
ist and jurist did believe that law as a 
function of the power of the state involved 
no moral criteria, but both the Declaration 
of Independence and the Constitution of 
the United States conceived of law in this 
country as a limited procedure which, in 
the case of states, must not invade their 
jurisdiction beyond the specific provisions 
of the Constitution. 
Whereas the Democratic Party pays lip 
service to the memory of Thomas Jeffer­ 
son, the tendency of both the Roosevelt and 
Truman administrations has been to ig­ 
nore such limitations on the assumption 
that the necessities of the government are 
paramount. In the California and Texas 
cases, the Supreme Court upheld this doc­ 
trine without however a very clear defini­ 
tion of the necessities of the government. 
Moreover when such phrases are em­ 
ployed as “bare 
legal 
title’’ or 
“ mere 
property ownership,” the peril is far be­ 
yond these particular cases. * 
Our social and economic life is organiz­ 
ed around “ legal titles.” A man has a legal 
title to his home, his automobile, his furni­ 
ture, his television set, etc. That is all that 
he has. That legal title is his sole right to 
possess whatever he has, even the suit on 
his back.

There are countries where a 
“ legal title” does not exist for 
the indiv idual but is v ested 
in 
the gov ernment. In such coun­ 
tries, the gov ernm ent can, in 
pursuit of its so-called necessi­ 
ties, div est the indiv idual of his 
possession, because the title to 
the m eans of production, distri­ 
bution and exchange is socially 
v ested in the state. This is M arx­ 
ian socialism, now practiced in 
Sov iet Russia and other Com­ 
m unist countries. 
When, therefore, a justice of 
the United States Suprem e Court 
denounces “ legal titles” by using 
such an adjectiv e as " b a re ” to 
describe them, he 
is mov ing a 
step toward the concept that a 
legal title is unim portant per se. 
Ignoring 
for 
the 
moment 
all 
other 
considerations 
in 
these 
tidelands cases, such a concept 
as this held 
by Ju stic e Douglas 
m ust not be perm itted to tand: 
“ P roperty rights must 
then he 
so 
subordinated 
to 
political 
rights 
as 
in 
s u b s tance to 
coalesce and unite in the nation­ 
al sov ereign.” 
The American 
conception 
of 
property rights is 
that they exist 
by right of law and 
not by the 
fiat of the adm inistration in 
pow ­ 
er. Were it otherwise, it 
would 
be possible for the 
Republicans, 
when they achiev ed power, 
to 
deny property rights to 
D em o­ 
crats and v ice v ersa. As a m a t­ 
ter of fact, that process is 
ac tu ­ 
ally employed today in countries 
where nationalization is incom­ 
plete. such as China and Czecho­ 
slov ak ia, and it was used by So­ 
v iet Russia to depriv e landown­ 
ing fa rm ers of their property. 
In a word, here we hav e an 
issue 
that transcends oil and 
goes to the heart of the Am eri­ 
can philosophy of life.

There are countries where a 
“ legal title” does not exist for 
the individual but is vested 
in 
the government. In such coun­ 
tries, the government can, in 
pursuit of its so-called necessi­ 
ties, divest the individual of his 
possession, because the title to 
the m eans of production, distri­ 
bution and exchange is socially 
vested in the state. This is M arx­ 
ian socialists, now practiced in 
Soviet Russia and other Com­ 
munist. countries. 
When, therefore, a justice of 
the United States Suprem e Court 
denounces “ legal titles” by using 
such an adjective as “ b a re ” to 
describe them , he is moving a 
step toward the concept that a 
legal title is unimportant per se. 
Ignoring 
for 
the 
moment 
all 
other 
considerations 
in 
these 
tidelands cases, such a concept 
as this held by Justice Douglas 
m ust not be permitted to tand: 
“ Property rights must then be 
so 
subordinated 
to 
political 
rights 
as 
in 
s u b s tance to 
coalesce and unite in the nation­ 
al sovereign.” 
The A m erican conception of 
property rights is that they exist 
by right of law' and not by the 
fiat of the administration in pow­ 
er. Were it otherwise, it would 
be possible for the Republicans, 
when they achieved power, to 
deny property rights to Demo­ 
crats and vice versa. As a m at­ 
ter of fact, that process is actu­ 
ally employed today in countries 
where nationalization is incom­ 
plete, such as China and Czecho­ 
slovakia. and it was used by So­ 
viet Russia to deprive landown­ 
ing farm ers of their property. 
In a word, here we have an 
issue that transcends oil and 
goes to the heart of the Ameri­ 
can philosophy of life.
